(1)  To   choose  all   necessary   town   officers   for   the   year   ensuing. 

(2)  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the 
Public  Library  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds 
for  three  years. 

(3)  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  upon  the  budget  as 
recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

(4)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  of  2%  on 
all  taxes  paid  within  thirty  days  of  presentation  of  tax  bills. 

(5)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer  to  borrow  a  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  $40,000.00  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes 
for  the  current  municipal  year,  and  to  issue  in  the  name  of 
and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes  therefor,  said 
notes  to  be  repaid  during  the  current  municipal  year. 

(6)  To  see  what  the  Town  will  vote  to  do  with  the  income  from 
the  John   M.   Sargent  fund. 

(7)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
refinance  and/or  renew  any  loans  which  may  become  due 
during  the  current  municipal  year. 

(8)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  time  of  discussion 
of  the  warrant  in  1957  to  1  :00  p.m.  on  the  Saturday  after  the 
second  Tuesday  in  March. 

(9)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  all  future  town  meet- 
ings for  the  disoHssion  of  the  warrant  to  1  :00  p.m.  in  the  after- 
noon on  the  Saturday  following  the  second  Tuesday  in  March.

July    1,    1956,   after   relocating   Route  106.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


We  would  call  your  attention  as  to  developments  since  the  Belmont 
Hosiery  Co.  discontinued  operations  in  August  1955,  immediately 
thereafter  your  Board  of  Selectmen  made  personal  contacts  with 
the  N.  H.  Planning  and  Development  Commission  also  State  and 
Federal  officials  in  order  to  interest  some  industry  to  start  operations 
in  our  Town.  The  Planning  and  Development  Commission  was  con- 
tacted on  numerous  occasions  in  order  to  ascertain  from  them  what 
potential  enterprises  might  be  interested  in  locating  in  Belmont,  our 
efforts  were   without  immediate  success. 

We  also  had  several  conferences  with  Mr.  Alcide  O.  Cormier, 
regarding  the  purchasing  and  operation  of  the  Belmont  Hosiery.  Just 
how  much  these  interviews  had  to  do  with  Mr.  Cormier  buying 
the  mill  at  a  later  date  is  a  question. 

Now  that  you  are  all  acquainted  with  the  fact  that  Mr.  Cormier 
is  the  new  owner,  we  hope  this  will  bring  additional  employment 
and  business  to  the  Town  of  Belmont.  We  have  great  respect  for 
his  ability  as  an  able  industrialist  and  wish  him  abundant  success. 

During  the  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1956  Mr.  Royal  W.  Smith 
our  moderator  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  one  member  of  a 
proposed  industrial  Committee  of  six,  with  a  request  that  the  citizens 
of  the  Town  vote  to  have  the  moderator  appoint  the  five  additional 
members  to  serve  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  His  appointments 
were  as  follows  :  Auril  Tasker,  Russell  P.  Brown,  Armand  LaFlam, 
Russell  H.  Gushing,   Matthew  S.  Mirski. 

Your  Industrial  Committee  began  conducting  meetings  shortly  after 
Town  Meeting  to  discuss  ways  and  means  to  attract  some  potential 
industry  to  locate  in  Belmont.  The  results  of  these  conferences 
brought  about  various  contacts  with  several  industries,  through  writ- 
ten communications,  phone  and  personal  interviews  which  we  are 
pleased  to  list  below  :  Cabot  &  Cabot  &  Forbes,  Tremont  St.,  Boston, 
Mass.  Mr.  Wilder  representing  a  group  of  businessmen  from  South 
Acton,  Mass.  who  were  interested  in  manufacturing  Electronics. 

Snow  Shoe  Co.  in  Penn.,  Beede  Mfg.  Co.,  Penacook,  N.  H.  Ace 
Spring  Mfg.,  Co.,  N.  Y.  C,  Bernard  B.  Imber  Co.,  350  Fifth  Ave., 
N.  Y.  C,  adv.  in  the  Textile  Trade  Paper. 

Air.  Dahlfred  from  the  State  Planning  and  Development  Commis- 
sion was  invited  to  one  of  our  industrial  committee  meetings  and 
gave  a  very  interesting  talk  on  industry  entering  small  towns,  he  also 
suggested    some    remote    possibilities    of    new    industry    entering    Bel- 
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mont,  but  which  has  not  materialized  up  to  the  present  writing  for 
one  reason  or  the  other.  There  has  been  various  reasons  given  by 
those  whom  we  have  contacted  as  well  as  some  who  have  visited  the 
Town  of  Belmont  in  anticipation  of  opening  new  industry,  some  of 
which  are  herein  stated.  The  size  of  the  building  which  would  not 
be  interesting  to  some,  also  the  fact  that  many  mfg.  today  like  a  one 
story  building.  Others  that  could  use  part  of  the  building  did  not 
feel  inclined  to  pay  taxes  for  additional  floor  space  which  they  could 
not  use. 

We  have  also  had  personal  interviews  with  other  businessmen  with 
tlie  thought  of  having  them  locate  in  Belmont  and  build  their  own 
factory  on  some  of  our  vacant   land. 

While  nothing  of  major  importance  has  developed  through  the  action 
of  your  industrial  committee  we  shall  continue  to  do  everything  pos- 
sible with  the  time  we  have  to  devote  to  this  worthy  cause.  Remem- 
ber patience  is  virtue,  any  suggestions  from  our  town  people  will  be 
most   welcome.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Belmont  School 
District : 

NEW  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  School  Board  and  the  Building  Committee  were  rightfully 
very  proud  when  Commissioner  of  Education  Austin  J.  McCaffrey 
stated  at  the  dedication  of  the  Belmont  Memorial  School  that  he 
thought  "the  taxapayers  of  Belmont  received  a  wonderful  school  for 
the  investment  of  $100,000  and  that  it  was  a  most  economical  achieve- 
ment." 

The  more  the  situation  is  studied,  the  more  obvious  it  becomes  that 
Belmont  was  fortunate  to  build  when  it  did,  to  secure  an  interest 
rate  of  2.4  per  cent  against  the  4  per  cent  and  above  now  required,  to 
build  before  building  costs  soared,  and  to  move  forward  when  the  State 
provided  building  aid  for   the  first  time. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  new  laboratory  for  science,  better  library  facilities,  a  four-year 
commercial  course  have  been  added  to  the  usual  college,  home 
economics  and  shop  courses  at  Belmont  High  School  to  make  Belmont 
Higli  School  a  better  school.  Pupils  now  are  offered  four  years  of 
science,  four  years  of  mathematics,  and  three  years  of  history. 

SALARY  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  Belmont  School  Board  has  advocated  higher  salaries  for 
teachers  to  eliminate  as  far  as  possible  the  extreme  turnover  in  teach- 
ing staff  that  does  not  help  education.  The  1956-1957  figures  released 
by  the  State  show  that  the  average  pay  this  year  for  elementary 
teachers  is  $3,445  and  $3,910  for  high  schools.  The  teacher  turnover 
in  Belmont  has  been  halted  by  the  progressive  action  of  the  School 
Board  and  the  backing  of  the  community. 

GALE  SCHOOL   PAINTING 

The  painting  of  the  Gale  School  was  an  example  of  true  community 
cooperation.  The  Lions  Club  sponsored  the  undertaking  by  contacting 
civic  organizations  for  their  contributions.  Members  of  every  or- 
ganization in  town  aided  in  the  effort.  Mr.  Fred  Mahoney  served 
as  foreman  of  the  painting  crew  of  40  volunteers.  The  project  received 
state  .wide  publicity  for  Belmont.
